During Fiscal Year 1974-75, the Nevada Department of Education 
provided technical and consultative assistance'to Nevada school dis- 
tricts and to the Department of Health, Welfare and Rehabilitation in 
^planning, developing and operating acceptable programs. A? part of 
its work. Department^ personnel conducted workshops and conferences for 
district and project staffs, \and visited the projects to ass+st in 
managem^t and evaluation aciivfties. 

In addition, planning for^ each local project involved the use of 
Parent Advisory Committees, a needs assessment of children residing in 
target areas,, development of tfie special educational activities, staff 
inservice programs, and ways to\ determine and report progress. 

Fourteen of the 16 eligible\Nevada school districts submitted, 
and had approved, applications for the supplemental aid of Title I. 
The Department of Health, Wei fare\ and Rehabilitation submitted,. and had 
approved, applicatidris for programs at the* Nevada State Hospital , 
-"TTevada Girls Training Centei^nd the Nevada Youth Training Center.
